This 
offer will attract the fakirs, deter 
those with genuine powers and 
muddie things generally, according 
to ir Arthur, whose letter is 
printed in the January Scientific 
American. 

Among other arguments in favor 
of the occurrence of supernatural 
things. Sir Arthur incloses a pho- 
tograph of a paraffin cast of hand. 
This hand was materialized at a

ASTORIA, Dec. 10.——-With fac- 
tional differences settied and coali- 
tion government established, ac- 
tual reconstruction work began 
here today and a committee of

NEW GERMAN PLAN IS 
FLATLY REJECTED BY 


ALLIED CONFERENCE 


BY JOHN STEEDE 
[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—The German proposal for a re-ar- 
rangement of terms for the payment of reparations has been 
rejected by the London conference. 
given tonight by Premier Mussolini, the Italian Napoleon, who 
broke through the carefully-built wall of secrecy. The British 
tried to keep up their policy of a closed door to the last, only 
tonight giving out bare statements that the conference had 
discussed the proposals from Germany and would continue the 


This information was 


discussion tomorrow. 

The French also revolted, but 
less radically than the Italiana, 
After the conference, Premier Mus- 
solini received correspondents 
from all over the world and de- 
clared the German proposals ab- 
solutely were impossible to be ac- 
cepted and all members of the 
conference agreed on this view. He 
declared a definite rejection will be 
sent to Germany. 


Premier Mussolini declared the 
whole tone of the conference was 
very cordial and all the members 
agreed that the question of inter- 
allied debts and reparations were 
inseparable. If reparations were 
Mot paid by Germany, debts also 
must be unpaid. . 


HARD LUCK TALK 

In reply to my question “what 
about American debts” he said a 
memorandum aleo had been made 
of definite, concrete proposals for 
payment by Germany, which Pre- 
mier Poincare said was interesting 
and worthy of examination. Pre- 
mier Mussolini refused to outline 
these proposals, but he said they 
included only economic and not 
military sanctions. 


In conclusion he said if the Lon- 
don conference was successful, as 
seemed likely, there would be no 
need of a Brussels conference, ex- 
cept the convening of experts to 
arrange a few details. 


Premier Poincare also gave his 
opinion of the German proposals 
and while he was more cautious 
than Premier Mussolini, he indi- 
cated that they were entirely inac- 
ceptable to France. Unlike Pre- 
mier Mussolini, he indicated some 
of the main points of the German 
note, but I have reason to believe 
he withheld some important fea- 
tures. According to the French 
spokesman, the German note was 

refaced by a letter signed by 

ancellor Cuno, setting forth the 
terrible condition of Germany and 
reaffirming Germany's intention to 
pay ite debts, 

The proposals, however, are 
very obscure, and Premier Poin- 
care draws attention to the assert- 
ed German habit of sendin, in ob- 
secure proposals when matters seem 
to reach a crisis. This was done 
at Spa, and also in Mag.

It not only 
attracts the worst and repels the 
best, but it makes it impossible 
that the investigator should be real- 
ly, absolutely unbiased, for so long 
as in the back of his mind he 
says, “Well, if I admit this it will 
cost my employer thousands.”

China Refuses 


Russians Aid 
at Shanghai 


(BY CARLS—EXCLUSITE DISPATCH.) 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 8. (Delayed)— 
A Russian fleet, under command of 
Admiral Stark, with more than 
1000 remnants of White guards, 


who are refugees from Viadivostok, 
is lying off the shore here, but 
ise unable to land due to the re- 
fuseal of Chinese authorities un- 
less the ship is disarmed. 
refugees are destitute, and are ask- 
ing for coal and provisions to en- 
able them to proceed to Europe. 

The fleet, consisting of fifteen 
came from Korea, where 
the Japanese, evidently fed up 
with further support of Russian 
Whites, supplied them with coal 
and provizions sufficient to reach 
Shanghai. China today was served 
with a warning by Moscow against 
further help to Whites or an at- 
tempt to purchase boats from Ad- 
miral Stark, who is reported to be 
trying to sell boats to raise funds 
for the refugees.

Construction work will oon be 
started on an eight-story, class A 
apartment-house, which is to be lo- 
cated on the southwest corner of 
Sixth and Park View streets. 

The building will have a front- 
age of 120 feet by 160 feet. and 
will contain 260 rooms, which wil) 
be divided into two and  three- 
room apartments. It will be strict- 
ly modern throughout, containing 
wall beds, built-in conveniences 
of every sort, a central vacuum 
cleaning machine connected with 
every room, tiled bathrooms, hard- 
weed floors in every part of the 
building. and the most up-to-date 
steam-heating system.
